Teachers’ contract ratified easily...

The thunderous applause 
roaring through the Andover 
High School cafeteria last Thurs- 
day, where more than 400 town 
educators whooped and cheered, 
meant one thing: a new contract. 

“It was the sound of relief,” 
said Pat Thompson, co-chair- 
woman of the bargaining team 
for the Andover Education Asso- 
ciation, and a special education 
teacher at West Elementary 
School. 

For Thompson, and hundreds 


more Andover teachers, the 
March 17 vote to adopt a new 
teachers’ contract, signified an 
end in the two-year struggle for 
“fair” cost-of-living raises. The 
agreement, including a 9.4-per- 
cent pay raise for teachers over 
the next three years, was ratified 
by more than 90 percent of town 
educators, according to union 
president Tom Meyers. Meyers 
said approximately 20 of the 480 
union members voted against the 
contract.

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Trash money 
to cap landfill?

While town officials debate 
the best way to use a more than 
$2 million refund from its trash- 
disposal facility, the Public 
Works director says Andover 
should consider using the money 
to cap a landfill partially used for 
playing fields 

“You can use solid waste 
money to cap a solid waste land- 
fill.” said DPW Director Jack 
Petkus, adding that 
one way or another 
Officials will have to 
address the problem 
at Deyermond Field 
“That's going to 
have to be done.” 
The landfill and its 
fields are on Ledge 
Road, near the pro- 
posed site for a 
youth center. 

Decades ago, the front por- 
tion of the landfill was capped to 
a degree, said Petkus. But only 
dirt was used to cap it, and the 
cap does not meet today’s stan- 
dards 

Petkus said today’s caps 
involve more than dirt. There are 
layers of different material such 
as plastic and clay used to ensure 
the area is safe According to

Town remembers former Ford’s owner

For 40 years, Tom Koravos 
was the man behind the counter 
at the former Ford's Coffee 
Shop on Main Street, better 
known as Andover’s political 
center, where local pols sipped 
coffee each morning and talked 
about the issues of the day. 

“Every time I walk by, I still 
see him at the counter and (his 
wife) Stella at the cash register,” 
said State Sen. Sue Tucker of 
Andover, who held informal 
office hours two to three times a 
week at Ford’s when she was a 
State representative in the 1980s. 
“It was Political Central there 
for many years and, like many 
people in Andover, I really miss 
Ford's.” 

Reminiscing about the for- 
mer coffee shop, a hangout for 
everyone from Jay Leno to 
Phillips Academy students such 
as John F. Kennedy Jr., has been 
a popular topic in town this 
week. Longtime Ford’s owner 


Thomas “Tom” L. Koravos died 
last Friday, March 18 at 
Lawrence General Hospital. The 
Andover resident was 85 

He owned and operated 
Ford’s Coffee Shop with his 
wife, Stella, and family for 40 
years, from 1954 to 1994 
Koravos and his wife were both 
75 when they retired from their 
restaurant. Their shop is now a 
Starbucks 

“Ford’s was their Cinderella 
story,” daughter Olivia Sintros 
of Andover said of her parents 
business. “They both had par- 
ents who were Greek immi- 
grants. My parents worked very, 
very hard and I know many peo- 
ple will always remember 
them.” 

While it’s been almost 11] 
years since the coffee shop 
closed, Sintros said whenever 
people saw her parents during 
the past several years they asked 
the same question: “When will

2nd unregistered sex offender caught

New contract 

Under the new teachers’

raises, toti iling about $366,000, 
was provided through the fol- 
lowing sources: 

* $100,000 from the school 
district’s homeless transporta- 
tion fund: The state changed its 
policy this year on homeless 
families living in hotels. No 
children will be living in 
Andover hotels and getting 
bused back to schools in other 
districts. 

* $45,000 from the business 
administrator's salary. Since a 
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Parents want schools as budget priority 


replacement was not found for 
retiring Business Administra- 
tor Bernie Tuttle last year, he 
temporarily resumed his posi- 
on on a part-time basis. 

* $100,000 from budget 
freeze funds. According to the 
superintendent, tight budget 
cycles during the past four 
years have caused the need for 
slow downs or freezes in 
spending. Principals must 
receive permission from the 
business manager for purchas- 
ing supplies. 

¢ $121,000 saved when 
teachers retire or leave the dis- 
trict and are replaced by teach- 
ers who earn less, or are not 
replaced at all. 

According to Tuttle, 
Andover will save about 
$200,000 next year because of 
retiring teachers. 

Finance Committee mem- 
ber Tim Felton repeatedly 
grilled the School Committee 
for specific items that would 
fall outside of the town manag- 
er’s recommended school bud- 
get of $50,573,467. 

“What can you restore that 
will have the most impact?” 
Felton asked. 


School Committee member 
Deb Silberstein said it was “too 
early to discuss” specifics. 
Bach added that any restora- 
tion of programs was to begin 
with elementary and middle 
schools, and priorities would 
ultimately be determined by 
the principals. 

“We really need to be able 
to determine how far into 
reserves we need to go to fund 
certain things,” Major added. 
“The reserves are at extremely, 
dangerously low levels right 
now.” 

Although School Commit- 
tee Chairman Tony James told 
the two boards he would have 
the information by Wednes- 
day’s meeting, Lyman said she 
was most concerned that the 
final budget book for Town 
Meeting voters will go to the 
printer on Friday “without any- 
thing from the schools” to pro- 
vide a clear outline. 

“The School Committee 
hasn’t even voted (on the bud- 
get) yet,” added Major. “I don’t 
see us taking a ratifying vote 
until after we go to print for the 
town warrant.”

“Many teachers were upset that they 
had to take a zero percent increase coming 
into September 2004," added Francis, who 
was also a chief negotiator. “Nobody likes 
to get a zero percent raise in any year. The 
town shouldn't be in a position where it 
doesn’t budget for pay raises. Especially 
when it’s clear there are going to be raises 
in comparable towns.” 

The journey to reaching a contract 
agreement began in 2003 and some of the 
union’s longtime members said several 
months of heated bargaining sessions 
often “pitted teachers against the system.” 

“In my 32 years in the union, I’ve never 
seen it (negotiations) get that nasty,” 
Union Vice President Kerry Costello said, 
referring to the controversial flyer that had 


teacher Charles Wettergreen had publicly 
accused the committee of distributing the 
negative flyer. The School Committee 
denied having any association with the 
flyer and told teachers they “disapproved” 
of the conduct and behavior exhibited in 
the document. 

Despite some turbulent times, Costello 
said the bargaining process also had its 
benefits. “This particular bargaining cycle 
brought our members closer together,” she 
added. “There is a stronger solidarity 
between teachers now.” 

According to School Committee Chair- 
man Tony James, the committee was 
“very pleased” to learn that the teachers 
had ratified the contract. “We believe it’s a 
fiscally responsible agreement,” James 
“It’s fair and equitable not only to our 
teachers, but to the citizens of Andover.

As court ponders, 
AvalonBay buys 


Developer purchases River Road land 


By Andrea Gregory 

Developer AvalonBay has 
bought outright the nine-acre River 
Road site where it has been plan- 
ning for five years to build a 115- 
unit residential project. 

Until recently, AvalonBay only 
had an agreement to purchase the 
land if its plan for an affordable 
housing complex could be built. 
But even with the $3.4 million 
transaction to purchase the land, 
the project’s start date is still in 
limbo. 

“The joke around here is that it 
will be a spring start. We just don’t 
know which year,” said Bill 
McLaughlin, AvalonBay’s vice 
president of development. 

AvalonBay must wait for two 
court rulings to decide the fate of 
the project, which has been talked 
about for five years. Part of the 
holdup is the strong neighborhood 
Opposition the project has faced, 
with a group of residents calling 
itself Protect Andover Zoning try- 
ing to stop the development. 

“We feel optimistic about both 
” said McLaughlin. 

McLaughlin said there was little 
hesitation when it came to shelling

The AvalonBay project was 
approved prior to Andover surpass- 
ing the 10-percent threshold, and it 
currently counts toward the town’s 
affordable housing total since it 
received town approval to be built. 
The project’s approval from the 
Andover zoning board was 
appealed by Protect Andover Zon- 
ing. 

Andover Planning Director 
Steve Colyer said Andover antici- 
pates a decision from the state 
Appeals Court on the project's 
approval “literally any day now.” 

The other pending lawsuit 
involves AvalonBay’s ability to 
connect to a sewer line. Although 
town officials gave it permission to 
do so, a 2003 Town Meeting vote 
rescinded the authorization. The 
warrant article had been sponsored 

The Town Meeting decision also 
left a group of nuns living down the 
road confused as to whether they 
could still tie into town sewer. 

On May 20, 2003, about a 
month after the Town Meeting deci- 
sion, Sister Therese Marie Lacroix 
wrote a letter to Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski inquiring how 
the sisters — who need to maintain a 
connection to the town sewers — 
would be affected by the voters’ 
decision. Without a clear answer 
from town officials, the nuns joined 
AvalonBay in suing the town.

Charlotte’s safe return 


Town treat pet, human rescues the same

Charlotte clung to the ice, her 
body submerged in the frigid water. 
Her front paws were not strong 
enough to pull her out of the stream 
on Mohawk Road. But the mix- 
breed dog hung on, until a full 
response team answered the call and 
saved her. 

Charlotte, a pet of the Christo- 
pherson family, fell through the ice 
early last Monday afternoon, March 
14, about 15 feet from the shoreline. 

Two fire engines, a ladder truck 
with a small boat, an ambulance and 
an animal control officer stood by as 
Fire Lt. Richard Dalton, donning a 
cold-water rescue suit, went in after 
the pooch. With the water up to his 
chest, Dalton was able to lasso 
Charlotte using a “capture pole” — a 
dog catcher’s stick — and bring her 
to safety. 

Deputy Fire Chief Richard Hart- 
man said Charlotte remained calm 
and the rescue went smoothly, com- 
pleted in less than two minutes. For- 
tunately, he said, it was a dog rescue 
only. Hartman said people some- 
times attempt to save an animal 
themse!ves. But if the ice is not 
strong enough to support an animal, 
it surely won’t hold human weight, 
he said. 

When calls come in for a pet 
through the ice, the response team 
prepares the same as it would for a 
person. 

“We send a full response as if it 
was a human rescue,” said Hartman. 
“Our first priority is the safety of 
people. We don’t treat it as just a pet 
rescue.” 

Charlotte’s owner, Susan 
Christopherson of Mohawk Road, 
told officials she had been walking 
Charlotte through the neighborhood, 
said Hartman. She had attempted to 
save her dog herself, but with the 
water up to her thighs and Charlotte 


still out of reach, she decided to call 
for help, said Hartman. 

Hartman said as spring 
approaches, the ice covering water- 
ways weakens. It is not always easy 
to tell how solid or fragile the ice is 
by looking at the surface, he added. 

“There is such a high potential 
for something like this to turn from 
a dog rescue to a human rescue,” he 
said. 

Hartman said his entire depart- 
ment trains for ice rescue every 
year. He said the training has been 
in affect for years, and local 
tragedies in the past have brought 
more attention to the dangers of thin 
ice and the need for quick respons- 
es. 

Once out of the water on Mon- 
day, Charlotte walked briskly and 
wagged her tail. 


“It seemed like a very calm dog, , 
certainly alert,” said Hartman. “It |

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Allegation at Andover High: 
After snowball hit, mom uses pepper spray

A 48-year-old Andover mother 
was arrested and charged with pep- 
per-spraying a 16-year-old boy in 
the face and threatening him with a 
tire iron at Andover High last 
Wednesday, after a group of stu- 
dents pelted her car with snowballs. 

But the woman’s lawyer main- 
tains she was more victim than 
assailant, and the snowball attack 
that started it all is part of a regular 
“game” played by students. 

Marie J. Needs, 13 Lucerne 
Drive, was arraigned in Lawrence 
District Court last Thursday on sev- 
eral charges — including one felony 
charge of assault and battery with a 
dangerous weapon — and released 
pending a pretrial hearing on the 
condition that she stay away from 
the student she is accused of pepper-

“Cataldo wasn’t involved in the 
snowball deal,” said Andover Police 
Lt. William MacKenzie. “(Needs) 
said he just asked her to move her 
car and she felt threatened.” 

“She said if he asked her (to 
move it) one more time he’d see 
what happens,” prosecutor Adam 
Troupe said. 

Cataldo replied with a “sarcastic 
comment.” 

That is when Needs sprayed him 
in the right eye with pepper spray, 
although Lewin said it only came 
after Cataldo stuck his head in her 
car. Cataldo was treated at school 
and sent home. His father said he 
returned to school the next day. 

There is a pretrial conference for 
Needs scheduled for April 8.

Fey YEARS OF PAYING extremely high rates to 
get rid of its trash, Andover will receive more 
than $2.4 million back from its trash-disposal facil- 
ity. Although the “refund’ might not come until 
2006, town officials and residents have been 


debating how to use the money for months. In April, |

The quick and easy answer is that times are 
good and serious problems are rare. Very few feel 
the passion to run. But 
that’s only part of the 
answer; there is more to it 
than that. 

The reason that people 
don’t run is that the rewards 
don’t outweigh the penal- 
ties of running for and hold- 
ing public office. There are 
few people who will ana- 
lyze the question of 
whether to run or not and 
come out on the positive 
side — very few, indeed. 

Here’s why:

For people thinking of running for public 
office, it just isn’t worth the hassle. In Andover, 
there 1s no financial incentive to hold public 
office. Elected local officials aren't paid or are 
paid a pittance, so there must be other than mon- 
etary reasons for wanting to hold office. Trouble 
is, In 1986, apparently those other reasons aren't 
enough. 

Now, my 2005 thoughts. Economic theory 
since the time of Adam Smith, the founder of 
economics, works on the basis of the “rational 
person” theory 

In a nutshell, the theory says that, given the 
options available to the rational person, he will 
pick the option that is most in his self interest 

So, if self sacrifice is your shtick, if altruism 
gives you arush, if you like being in the center of 
the action, if you think that a minor office might 
lead to another bigger one, if you like the arena, if 
you are mad as heck and won't take it anymore, if 
you want the status of holding office, whatever 
personal reason you might have to run for office, 
go for it and good luck to you 

One commentator in last week’s Townsman 
criticized the electorate for the fact that no one 
was running for office. I don’t think criticizing 
citizens for not running is helpful to an analysis 
as to why people won't run. Citizens are choosing 
or excluding options that best serve their own self 
interest. 

Most people in Andover don’t run for office 
because they are not “motivated” to do so. Citi- 
zens weigh the risks and rewards. Most all people 
think the risk is greater than the reward, and it is 
not in their self interest to run. 

Ask yourself a simple question: what would 
change that?

So far I have written about 
the physical limitations that the 
center has for our Specific group. 
I'd like to mention a few of the 
quality-of-life changes that have 
happened for some seniors 
because of their Opportunity to 
be part of our group. 

The SunRise Singers are typ- 
ical of most seniors, With a cross 
section of people who have a 
zest for life and those who are 
struggling to get by. 

One lady told me she was 
pushed into joining our chorus 
after her husband passed away. 
Her children thought she was 
too depressed and needed to get 
out of the house. She was 
stooped over when she began 
and had a frightened expression 
on her face. A year later, she 
was the first one to volunteer to 
go wherever our performances 
were taking us. Another gentle- 
man has survived lung cancer 
and had part of his lung 
removed. He often tells me I 
have no idea how much being 
part of this group has changed 
the quality of his life. (He sings 
solos for us!) 


Several members have told 
me they get out of their sick 
beds because this is the only 
activity in their lives that is fun 
and gives them joy. Others tell 
me they just like to sing and 
there’s no place else for them to 
go with their rickety knees to 
sing with their friends. 

On a personal level, when my 
dad was sick and went into a 
nursing home and eventually 
passed away, the senior center 
had services available to me (the 
daughter) that helped me get 
through the ordeal. In addition, 
there is so much unconditional 
love flowing through the build- 
ing through the staff and seniors 
that when I leave each week, I 
am uplifted and blessed. 

Statistically, it is proven that 
children need socialization to 
thrive. My experiences at the 
senior center have taught me 
that growing is not limited to 
younger people. But seniors 
have fewer places to get that 
socialization. 

After witnessing the spirit of 
life coupled with the attention to 
special needs that the senior 
center offers, I strongly urge tax- 
payers to vote for a new center 
for these people. One day we 
will all benefit from this move 
since none of us are getting any 
younger

Being accepted, feeling left out — athletes try out for teams

When Elizabeth “Libby”

and sounds from cell phone con- 
versations, iPods, computers

However, some people are 
not able to enjoy the sound of 
anything. They are either born 
deaf or become deaf later in 
life 

One such person was Helen 
Adams Keller. She was born 
June 27, 1880 in Tuscumbia 
Alabama. Helen was born with 
full sight and hearing 

When Helen was 19 months 
old, she fell ill with what doc- 
tors called “brain fever." Helen 
was sick for several days 
Shortly after, her mother no 
ticed that Helen was blind and 
deaf 

Over the next few years 
Helen became a wild child. She 
threw temper tantrums, smash- 
ing dishes and other breakable 
household items. She screamed 
and was awful to be around 


Helen could be taught. 

The doctor sent them to see 
Alexander Graham Bell. (Yes, 
the inventor of the telephone.) 
At that time he was concen- 
trating on educating deaf chil- 
dren. Bell directed them to the 
Perkins Institution and Massa- 
chusetts Asylum for the Blind 
to find a teacher for Helen. 

A former pupil, Anne 
Sullivan, was recommended. 

Sullivan had lost most of her 
sight when she was five. Her 
mother died when she was ten 
and her father deserted her. 
After two operations on her 
eyes, she was able to see 
enough to read normal print for 
a short time. 

She graduated from Perkins 
in 1886. Finding a job was not 
easy. She jumped at the offer 
to teach Helen Keller. 

Anne arrived at Helen's home 
on March 3, 1887. She began 
to teach Helen how to spell with 


Even her relatives considered her a monster 

Her parents were desperate to find help for Helen 
Her mother had read about Laura Bridgman, another deaf 
and blind child. Helen's parents traveled to a doctor in 


her fingers, spelling out the word “doll”. Ann had brought 
Helen a gift, a doll

Geography Bee wizards look for new worlds to conquer

FERRY TRAVELING ACROSS THE STRAIT 
Ati connects Spain to which 
country? 


Despite some objections from an audi- 
ence of Bancroft Elementary fifth-graders, 
Coleman “Colie” Egertson had no reserva- 
tions when answering with “Morocco.” 

The 10-year-old’s reply won him the first 
place medal in Bancroft’s annual Geography 
Bee. And now Colie is preparing to take on 
an even bigger challenge. 

Next Friday, April | the fifth-grader will 
contend with 100 other middle-school stu- 
dents at Clark University in Worcester for 
the title of state Geography Bee champion. 

How does Colie prepare to sharpen his 
knowledge of earth’s surface? 

By not spending every waking moment 
pouring over maps, he says. 

“I've always liked to look at maps,” Colie 
admits. “But I don’t want to get too much 
stuff in my brain in case of an overload.” 

Each year, students in grades 5-8 are 
quizzed on their skills of world destinations. 
Once a student winner is named in all the 
participating town schools, they can take a 
written test to qualify for the state challenge. 

Colie, along with Krishnan Chandra, a 
seventh-grader at West Middle and last 
year’s state champion, ranked among the top 
100 students in the commonwealth this year 
for their expertise with people, places and 
environments around the globe. 

Colie’s teacher, Bill Scanlon, says he 
can’t take any credit for his student’s sav vy 
in geography. 

“The reason he got as far as he did was 
because he has fun with it and has a natural 
interest in looking up maps on his own.” 
says Scanlon, who will escort Colie to the 
state finals. 

The written exam that earned Colie a 
place in the statewide geography meet is not 
an easy one, adds his teacher. 

According to the National Geographic 
Society, which sponsors the contests, stu- 
dents like Colie and Krishnan are in the 
minority of middle-school-aged kids who 
are well versed in the science of space and 
place that brings together earth’s physical 
and human dimensions. 

National Geographic survey results show 
that one in three young Americans can’t find 
the Pacific on a map. 

But for Colie, questions like that pose the 
least threat, as the fifth-grader is quick to 
point out some of the more obscure loca- 
tions on the map. 

“I like to find which places are the small- 
est.” Colie adds, pointing to the country of

Lesotho in South Africa which is smaller in 
size than Texas. 

Colie’s father, Eric Egertson, Says at 
home, learning geography is more like play 
than work. 

“We sit around the globe and make up 
questions, and we'll visit the National Geo- 
graphic Society's Web site,” says Colie’s 
dad. “But we don’t push anything on him. 
Answering questions for him is fun, kind of 
like a game, and the interest is something he 
has developed on his own.” 

And where does a fifth-grader who can 
find most places on the globe choose to visit 
first? 

“Hawaii,” says Colie. “Because it’s warm 
there.” 

State champions and their teacher-escorts 
will move on to the national competition 
moderated by Jeopardy! host Alex Trebek, 
in Washington, D.C. in May. The first-place 
national winner will receive a $25,000 col- 
lege scholarship and a lifetime membership 
in the National Geographic Society.

A recent episode of NBC's 
The West Wing featured a White 
House tour taken by a group of 
|2-year-olds who were not con- 
tent with being “handled” by a 
low-level press assistant. They 
had come to Washington, D.C. 
with an agenda of their own. 

To get the attention of the 
press secretary for their issue, 
the middle-schoolers used sev- 
eral recognizable tactics kids are 
known for using to get the atten- 
tion of their parents. They com- 
plained. They argued. They 
wouldn't take “no” for an 
answer. 

Their issue: kids should have 
the vote. 

While kid suffrage seems on 


the surface silly in the extreme, 
even for this “lame-duck” tele- 
vision presidency, the dilemma 
of childhood is its powerless- 
ness. 

That’s a reality children are 
acutely aware of, and some of 
them succeed in doing some- 
thing about it. 

In Andover, this activism 
takes several forms. Recently: 

¢ An Andover fifth-grader 
wrote an essay and was chosen 
from 1,800 entries to become 
one of 50 youthful advisers to 
the Friendly Ice Cream Corp. 

* Student vocalists performed 
for several charities, piling up 
some unexpected income; when 
asked their preferences for 
spending the money, they unan- 

imously opted to donate 
all proceeds to charity. 

* After years of raising 
funds for a hoped-for 
youth center, several teens 
set their sights on a new 
source of funds — and 
wrote a warrant article 
asking the approval of 
Town Meeting.

cil, whose members are influ- 
encing the system from within, 

According to Dylan Golden, 
an Andover High School sopho- 
more, young people and their 
supporters all over town have 
been raising money for years to 
build a new youth center, but the 
goal has proven to be a moving 
target. 

“Since the drawings for the 
[proposed youth center] were 
done,” said Golden, “it’s been 
getting more difficult, with 
[construction] prices rising all 
the time. And people get tired of 
giving when the project never 
gets started.” 

When Golden and seven 
other Andover students got wind 
of a possible multi-million dol- 
lar windfall that will be rebated 
to the town, they saw an oppor- 
tunity to regain some of the lost 
momentum for the project. 

The group recently submitted 
a warrant article to be voted on 
at the annual Town Meeting that 
would have the town turn over 
some portion of the $2.5 million 
the town expects to receive as a 
result of the dissolution of the 
regional North East Solid Waste 
Committee (NESWC). 

Although time was short to 
get the article submitted in the 
legally prescribed form, the 
council members were up to the 
task. 

“We wrote the article as a 
group in one afternoon,” said 
Golden. “The next day we took 
it to the high school to get the 
signatures of 18-year-old stu- 
dents. We needed 10 and we got 
40 


“That same day we hand- 
delivered the warrant to the 
town clerk, just in time to be 
included on the warrant.” 


Although the Youth Action 
Council received a response 
from Town Counsel Tom

dener has been needed because 
of long work hours. All these 
“extra” expenses could be cut 
dramatically or eliminated alto- 
gether if one partner were at 
home. 

A trial run is an effective way 
to see if one salary really can 
pay all the bills. Begin by calcu- 
lating income and expenses, 
taking into account the lower 
tax bracket the family will be in. 

Make sure that one spouse can 
cover the family’s health insur- 
ance, and that there is still 
enough money to save for a 
joint retirement. After crunching 
all the numbers, see what other 
extras can be cut back or elimi- 
nated. Then devise other ways 
to cut costs even further. 

A few suggestions: 


¢ Buy in bulk. Shop in stores

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7 secrets help Dad survive during baby’s first year 


A dad will teach his son how 
to play catch or comfort his 
daughter when she’s had a bad 
dream. Father and child will 
ride bikes together on a warm 
evening, make faces at the ani- 
mals at the zoo, play on the jun- 
gle gym in the park or lick ice 
cream cones on a hot day. 
Throughout a child’s life, a 
father protects and keeps his lit- 
tle ones out of harm’s way. This 
father-child bond begins at birth 
and strengthens daily. 

Being a new dad is undoubt- 
edly a rewarding experience, but 
it can be a bit overwhelming for 
first-timers. The first few weeks 


of a baby’s life are the most 
stressful for both parents as they 
learn to feed, burp and diaper a 
newborn.
